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A small group met on a recent cloudy afternoon to 
initiate the process that will culminate with a new 
home for an East Jordan family. 

Sponsored by Northwest Michigan (NWM) Habi- 
tat for Humanity, the modest home will be built from 
scratch almost completely by volunteers, including 
the family chosen to live there. 

The local affiliate of Habitat for Humanity Interna- 
tional serves Charlevoix and Emmet Counties in the 
building of single family homes for families who are 
usually living in substandard or inadequate rental 
housing and could not get approval for aconventional 
mortgage. 

Once the family is selected, they choose either atwo 
orthree bedroom house of approximately 1,000 square 
feet from a catalogue of floor plans. The family is 
required to contribute 250 hours of labor per adult 
towards building the house. 

The compieted no-frills house is sold to the family 
on an interest free 20 or 30-year loan. The market 
value of the home generally exceeds the goal sale 
price of $30,000. 

“The mortgage program eventually pays foritself,” 
explained David Knight, NWM Habitat President of 
the Board of Directors. The organization, still in its 
“adolescence” locally, has been able to build two 
houses since established in 1991, one in Boyne City 
and the other in Alanson. 

East Jordan was targeted for the third project. 
Another board member, Walter Kaufmann, alerted 
NWM Habitat of a possible site, on the comer of 
Bridge and Echo Streets. The vacant lot, owned by 
East Jordan Public Schools, was listed for sale. 

About the same time NWM Habitat received an 
unrestricted grant from the Charlevoix County Com- 
munity Foundation. 

“The timing was perfect,” said Foundation Execu- 
tive Director Robert Tambellini. The grant and the lot 
price being about equal, the deal was swiftly achieved. 

Knight said the Habitat hopes to complete the 
family partner selection process and break ground by 
early summer. The organization will be looking for 
volunteers to help build. Those with trade skills are 
more than welcome, but Habitat stresses that no 
special knowledge orexperience are needed to volun- 
teer. Just a willingness to work. Cash donations also 
help to defray costs. 

After all, the new home does not just benefit one 
family, but the whole community. 


NWM Habitat is governed by a board of 12 volun- 
teer directors representing a broad cross-section of 
religious denominations and geographic areas of 
Charlevoix and Emmet Counties. The board’ s role is 
setting overall policy and direction for the organiza- 
tion. 

NWM Habitat has no paid staff, although some 
aspects of the home building process require the 
subcontracting of skilled tradesmen andlor licensed 
construction supervisors. 

The board hopes to build two Habitat homes per 
year in the area. The organization accepts donated

Here in the United States, Mother’s Day became 
official, through Congress, on May 8th, 1914. They 
chose the white carnation signifying sweetness, pu- 
rity and endurance to be the emblem. We continue to 
celebrate Mother’s Day on the second Sunday of 
May. 

Unfortunately, Mother’s Day is another highly com-
